ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1941. 


—— 


HE Committee of Management present herewith the 
121st Annual Report of the Society. 


Phe iehe rion. dord Moyne; PC) 0S:0. -las ‘been 
elected) President ‘of the Society. in “succession to. the late 
Lord Lloyd. In all matters concerning the sea and sailors 
Lord Moyne has a wide and generous interest from which 
the Society and its patients will derive special benefit. 


The death is recorded with deep regret of Sir Richard 
Holt, LL.D., the prominent .shipowner, who was .a Vice- 
President of the Society since 1936. 


Further damage has been suffered by enemy action. 
The major part of the top storey of the Dreadnought 
Hospital was destroyed by the last of. three showers of 
incendiaries on the night of the 19th April, and the damage 
by water to the emergency hospital, reconstructed after © 
destruction wrought in September, 1940, interrupted its 
work for some weeks and has made working conditions difficult 
throughout the rest of the year. 


The interior of the Hospital for Tropical Diseases was 
wrecked by a land mine which fell close to it on 10th May. 


Two of the Society’s freehold properties in London and 
one in Southampton have been completely demolished : other 
premises have been damaged. 


As on previous occasions during the course of its history, 
the Society has taken up the cudgels on behalf of the men of 
the Mercantile Marine. Thanks to the Deputy Chairman, 
Admiral of the Fleet’ The. Harlot Cork -& -Orrery; who 
brought the matter up in the House of Lords on 20th May, 
sailors of the Merchant Navy have been permitted by the 
Government to receive gifts of duty-free tobacco from the 
British Red Cross & Order of St. John War Organisation 
under the same conditions as men of the Royal Navy. ; 
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, On the same occasion, and again on 8th July, Lord Cork 
drew the attention of the House of Lords to the fact that 
Merchant Navy sailors in hospital are classed as “‘ Civilian 
Sick or Casualties,’ and therefore receive less ample rations 
than Royal Navy ratings in R.N. Hospitals. This discrimin- 
ation between sailors who are sick or injured after facing the 
same dangers and hardships has been remedied only insofar 
as*R.N. ratings treated in Civil hospitals are in future to 
receive only civilian rations. 


Two important steps have been taken concerning the 
Nursing Staff. As from the Ist December, 1940, the Society's 
Hospitals have been made institutions participating in the 
Federated Superannuation Scheme for Nurses and Hospital 
Officers (Contributory). Arising from increases in salary 
granted by the Minister of Health to members of the €1vil 
Nursing Reserve, all Hospitals have made very considerable 
additions to the salaries of all grades of Nursing Staff: 
a proportion of the increased expenditure will be recoverable 
from the Ministry through the British Hospitals Association 
to whose action in this and in other important negotiations 
with the Ministry the Committee wish to pay tribute. 


Mr: C. H. Figg, Sir Philip Manson-Bahr and Mr. J. C. 
Nairne have been appointed to represent the Society on the 
Committee set-up by the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
to consider post-war arrangements in London for the 
treatment of tropical diseases and instruction and research 
in tropical medicine. It has been decided that any new scheme 
shall be based on the existing organisations of the Seamen's 
Hospital Society and the London School of Hygiene & 
Tropical Medicine. 


The Committee recognise fully the difficulties imposed 
by war conditions and by the restrictions in staff and materials, 
and they pay tribute to the loyal and devoted way in which 
these have been faced by members of the Medical, Nursing 
and Administrative Stafis. 


The expenditure incurred at the Society’s five Hospitals 
during the past year has amounted to £81,482. 

3,232 In-Patients and 12,828 Out-Patients have received 
care and treatment, and the Committee desire to express their 
gratitude to all who have given their generous help to this 
work: their appreciation is also expressed to King George’s 
Fund for Sailors, King Edward’s Hospital Fund for London, 
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the Metropolitan Hospital Sunday Fund, the Royal Seamen’s 
Pension Fund; the National Union of Seamen, Queen 
Alexandra’s Rose Day Committee, and the Canadian Red 
Cross Society. * 


Although the Government is contributing towards the 
cost of maintaining those beds reserved for civilian air raid 
casualties, and those occupied by seamen injured on duty or 
wounded by enemy action, voluntary contributions are still 
required for sailors of the Merchant Navy who need treatment 
tor disease or ill-health resulting from the extreme hardships 
and exposure which they are enduring in home and foreign 
waters. The work of the Society’s Hospitals is therefore , 
identified with the relief of distress among the sailors who, 
with dauntless courage, carry across the seas our troops, our 
food, our war material, and the exports which are so important 
in helping to finance the war effort.

EVENTS OF THE YEAR 1941. 


The. right. orn, Lord ~Movyne, EG. Des... iM 
Secretary. of State ior..the Colonies, presided, at. the 
121st Annual Court of Governors on the 24th April in the hall 
of the Royal Empire Society's building in’ spite of the great 
damage which it had suffered from enemy action a few days 
before. The Report of the Committee of Management was 
presented to the 120 Governors present by the Chairman, 
Captain Sir Ion Hamilton Benn. The adoption of the Report 
and Accounts, subject to audit, was moved by Lord Moyne 
and seconded by the Right Hon. Lord Rotherwick, D.L., J.P., 
President of the Chamber of Shipping of the United Kingdom. 
A vote of thanks to Lord Moyne was proposed by Admiral 
of the Fleet The Earl of Cork & Orrery, Deputy Chairman, 
and seconded by Dr. Philip Manson-Bahr, Senior Physician to 
the Albert Dock Hospital and Hospital for Tropical Diseases. 


Upon the death of Miss M. R. Hooper, a Bed has been 
endowed in the Dreadnought Hospital by her and her sister, 
the late Miss Helen E. Hooper, M.B.E., in memory of their

Sir’ Philip Manson-Bahr, © M.G., D.5.0. 3b Gk 
D.T.M. & H., has been appointed Consulting Physician in 
Tropical Diseases for the duration of the war. Sir Philip, 
whose name appeared in the Birthday Honours List, is a 
Consulting Physician to the Colonial Office and Crown Agents 
for the Colonies, and also Senior Physician at the Society's 
Albert Dock Hospital and Hospital for Tropical Diseases. 


Further important and authoritative contributions to 
current professional literature have been made during the 
year by members of the Medical and Surgical Staff. 


Three times the Hospital suffered further damage by 
enemy action; on the 10th January by the explosion of a 
time bomb in buildings immediately adjacent ; from incendi- 
aries on the 19th March, when five outbreaks, of fire were 


successfully dealt with by the Hospital’s fire-fighting squad ; 
on 19th April, when the last of three successive incendiary 
attacks proved too much for the fire-fighters and the water 
supply, with the result that the roof of the eastern wing was 
burnt and much damage by water done to the ground floor 
where the emergency unit had been reconstructed after the 
destruction suffered on 10th September, 1940.

SAMARITAN FUND AND COMFORTS FUND.
